"| PAN-AMERICAN PROPAGANDA. 


A Momentous Congress, 

Becretary Root's proposed visit to South 
America next July, to attond the Pan- 
American Congress at Rio Janeiro, is being 
esgerly explained by the American nowspa- 
pers. And this very eagerness to explain 
brings homo the fact that tho inscrutable 
Secretary of State ia not publishing all his 
rearons forthe projectedirip, The obviou 
purpose is of course, to articulato more 
firmly, though not more formally, the 
Monroe Doctrine. As the United Btatea 
never enters intn formal.adliances, the most 
that can he done is to cement the frindghip 
with Braail, for instance, so parfeotly that 
the result will be an enfinte cordtals almost 
tantamount to an alliance. Aa the Buffalo 
Express puta it: 
po It ienot proposed that this dligbco 

- should bo formal, though it is :to be none 
the less strong on that account, and to 
Brazil ia to be committed the immediate 
osre of the South American republics, To 
the suggestion that Brasil dues not fancy 
the Monroa Doctrine it is angwornd that 
the Governmopt woloomes it, pa it helps to 
enaintain na in those regions’ of politico- 
voleanic activity, In fact, if tha United 
States will help a little, Brazil is said to be 
willing to formulates Monroe Doctrine of 
ita own and to assumo the formal gurdian- 
ahip of its siator-republics."* ‘ 

In the meanwhile, a@ds The Bapress, 
Socretsry Root will urge ‘the united 
support of the Mo, roe Doctring Uy alt the 
nations of thp word.” Bey antil thet uni- 
versal recognition *f eno principle is asaur- 
od, it wool, fo better, aome beliove, to 
have Peroni!” in South America strongly 
wabscrabing to the Monroe Dactrine than 
for the United States to play 9 lonv hand, 
Ap attempt will be made, it is expected, to 
stimulate inoreaso of the navica amoung the 
Latin-Armorican countriss. If the fonroe 
Doctrine is to prove effective ina piach, 
the Providence Journal paints out, "* we 
wuet be prepsred 'o support it wilh ships 
and men," The Journal pursvea : 

“* Tt will not foravor stand alone, resiat- 
ing the encroschment of the: Karopean 
nations by sone mysterious intertal power. 
Germany gives her assent ta it becsuse the 
time for challenging it ia not yet ripe. 
France takes no orcoption to it because ahe 
ia traditionally our friond—and haa no 
colon al aapirations at the moment on this 
side of the Atlantic. But let an op- 
portunity c-ffer and the Kuiser's warvessals 
might uppear, on ono vr another pretext, 
off the cnaxt of fortile and temperate South 
Brazil and the Germau flag might bo raised 
as etealthily at Rio Grande do Sul as at 
Kisu-C hav.’ 

On tho wisdom gf8eoretary Root's plang 
moat papers: agree. The Chicago Inter 
Ocean tukes this opportunity of showing 
that the Republican party is the onelargely 
responsible for all tho free and raspect the 


Monroe Doctrine han to-day. But the: 


majority of the prosa aro inclined to dwell 
op p ints more importaht. than party glory, 
The Boston Transcript, for example, thin! 8 
the Bouth-American ropublica may urge the 
general recognition of what is known as the 
“QOalvo Doctrine,” which is nothing more 
not Jesa than a “‘denunciation of contractaal 
obligations by governwenta by force,” 
Ae tho Springfield Republicun observes, 
“‘very much of tho dificulty in the Santo 
Domingo care would not have arisen bad 
debt-collecting by force not been recognized 
as allowable under international] law, for 
Evropean Powers would then have beon 
obliged to make thoir subjects understand 
that they Icaned money to bsnkrupt 
countries at their own risk.” In short, 
“if the prom ae of the Congress is fultilled," 
concludes the Cleveland Leader, ‘'s better 
day will dawn for all:America.: There will 
bogin a knitting together of interests which 
is eure to ald in the development of the 
republics of the Weatern Heamtaphere.""
